If th®’Chiirch could not 
enforce temporal deprivations following an ecclesiastical censure, 
if She could not deprive excommunicated and unfrocked priests of 
their parishes, if She could not protect Her own property from the 
clutches of insubordinate and schismatical persons;‘there would be 
altogether an end of order. And yet, in Europe, it. has so been 
contended that the Church can only teach and has no right to dis- 
cipline Her members; and, in America also, there are some who 
evidently admire the European tyrants who would seize upon the 
spiritual domain of Almighty God and intrude their secular judg- 
ments upon the community of the faithful. The Catholic Church, 
as a corporation, enjoys the same right of self-aefense against vio- 


lence that any individual enjoys, and, hence, may avai! Herself of 
force.

And what other clue had He than 
that implicit command of His which 
might well be cut into the walls of 
every laboratory of today: “Ask and 
it shall be given, seek and ye shall 
find, knock and it shall be operied to 
you?” 

And as a modern example of the 
fulfilment of this promise of Jesus I 
know no better than this very “asking 
and seeking and knocking at the door 
of truth” that Pasteur undertook in 
the face of a skeptical and indifferent 
world.
